` Among the subjects, which are calculated to.

_ ter system and science in agricofture is entitled to 
_ the serious consideration of the people. ` The in- 
dustrious farmer should not be employed’exclu- 
_Sively in raising those articles which command 
the most ready market abroad. His attention 
should also be directed to the growing of all’such, 
as ure required for the use and consumption of his 
own family. Our varied soil is adapted not only 
to the production of cotton and tobacco,.which 
‘may be considered the.staple commodities of the 
state, but also to that of wheat, rye; hemp and 
‘flax, all of which are.tndispensible to.our wants, 
(A more diversified application of labor and exer- 
tion, therefore—such as will secure the least de- 
pendence on a foreign market for the necessary 
supplies of life and the greatest profit—is the 
course, which should be carefully pursued by every 
eultivator of the coil. Intimately connected with 
this subject and the future happiness of our coun- 
try, are the cultivation of industrious habits, a 
strict observance of economy in our expenditures, 
the encouragement of house-hold manufactures, 
and a positive determination to avoid, as much ås 
possible, the use of foreign goods, Nor is it less 
essential that it should be deeply impressed upon 
fhe mind of the farmer, that the profits of his farm 
will notwathorize him to borrow money upon jin- 
terest. Noslass of citizens in the cotmmanity can 
pay interest Upan money, but those who are ac- 
tively- engaged ity commercial ‘pursuits; and even 
they: are as often injined ag benefited by it. The 
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ihe state.conld not be applied to a nobler object, 
and I propose the measure for your deliberate con- 
sideratim, The residue of the lands in the Wess 
tern District, after the satisfaction of North Caro- 
lina claimants, will be of no great value—not of - 
sufficient importance, perhaps, to the general go- 
vernment, to jastify the expense they must necessa- 
rily incur to use them -for the general benefit, bat 
yet might be so appropriated by them towards all 
these objects. as to aid much in the attainment of 
the ends proposed, Ought not a vigorous effort 
to be made, to proçure a relinquishment of claim 
to them by Congress for these purposes? 

The peace and safety of society require that your 
early attention should be directed to a revision of 
our present system of criminal jurisprudence. 
Daily experience gives abundant proof ofits nu- 
mer .us defects. Instances rarely occur where 
thelife of an individual is taken away in conse- 
quence of the verdict of a jury, however flagrant 
the crime he may have committed: and- the aver- 
sion of jurors to inflict punishment of an ignomin; 
ious character 1s also so strong, that the discovery 
ofa single muigating circumstance too often pre- 
duces the acquittal of the most notorious offender, 
But should.a verdict of guilty even be found, the 
feelings of the community are enlisted in behalf of 
the culprit, upon whom the sentence of the law is. 
to be pablicly inflicted at the pillory and whipping 
port Petitions are drawn up and signed by near- 
yall to whom they are presented, soliciting a 
pardon from the Governor, nat because the crimt- 
nal is thonghtto be innocent, but in. consequence 
of the degrading character of the sentence, which. 
the courtis obliged to direct to he executed. upg 
him. These applications, if successful, add tothe: 


numerous chances, which the evil disppse veot 
escaping the terrors ofthe, law, Butit the- pur- 
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poses of justice are not defeated, aad the guilty 
suffer, what motiveis there for AER? The, on- 
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fortunate offender who has lost his character at the 
whipping post, and carries the brand of infamy on 
his hand, becomes an out-cast and a vagabonde. 
the miserable victim, not so much of his crimes ag 
of the cruel and sanguinary laws of his country. 
The reformation of criminals and the prevention 
of crimes, are the great purposes which a wise 
gavernment seeks to attain by punishment; and it 
is universally admitted that laws, mild in their 
character, but certain of execution, are of the ut- 
most cofisequence in the accomplishment of these 
ends, Nor is it less important that punishment 
should be graduated upon @ scale commensurate 
with the magnitude of offences. In bringing 
to your view the propriety of erecting a Peniten- 
tiary, E am enabled to assure you, that the concur- 
ring testimony of the States where those institutions 
are established, recommends them as affording the 
best means of punishing and reforming the guilty, 
which benevolence and human ingenuity have 
been able to devise. It 1s nevertheless proper to 
add, that this proof is only given in favor of those 
prisons recently constructed on the plan of solitar 
confinement at night. Perhaps the strongest evi- 
dence in support of penitentiaries is, that although 
some of them have been long in use, a single in- 
stance has not occurred of their being abandoned 
for any other system. A fair opportunity was of- 
fered for that purpose a few years ago in Virginia, 
when the penitentiary of that state was destroyed 
by fire; yet the legislature directed itto be rebuilt 
with considerable additions. Pennsylvania has 
had the system in operation since the year 1783, 
and although extre nely defective, so far from giv- 
Iee it up, the people of that state have within the 
ast“ew years, expended a large sum of money for 
the eret4ion of two penitentiaries, one ai Philadel- 
phia and tm other at Pittshurgh. They are upon 
the most appreved plan for solitary confinement; 
and itis intended+hat the convicts shall perform 
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no tabor, a policy. which no other state .has:adopf: 
ed, and on* which it is believed ‘experience will 
not sanction. The prison discipline society of Bos- 
ton, instituted for the praise-wortliy. purpose-.of 
improving public prisons, has with great assiduity 
collected a mass of :useful and interesting informa. 
tion on the subject, the principal part of which has 
been procured by the personal examination of an 
active and intelligent agent. "The second annual 
report of this society, L trust, I shall be able to lay 
before you in afew days, having written to Boston 
requesting it to be forwarded, . Experience hag 
taught those.concerned in penitentiaries, that their 
success mainly depends upon the selection of mor- 
al and attentive officers, constant and profitable 
employment throughout the day, and separate con- 
finement af night. The separation of convicts at 
night prevents evil communications, obliges them 
to reflect on the follies of a wayward and ill-spent 
life, aud destroys all chance of concerted plans of 
escape. By keeping them constantly employed 
throughont the day, alt expenses are paid by their 
labor, they enjoy a much better state of health than 
if they were tdle.and are enabled, when discharg- 
ed from prison, to support themselves honestly. 
The subject is one of great importance, In acting 
upon it, you have. the experience of gthers to guide 
your way, and. fam persuaded you will do that 
which will best promote the happiness of the-state, 
The attention and resources of many of our sister’ 
stdtes ave actively employed in promoting the great 
work of internal improvement. New York has 
expended the sum of almost, ten millions.of dol- 
lars in‘entting a canal to unite the waters of Lake 
Erie with those of the Atlantic. Some ofthe ime 
merisé, advantages, of this communieation are, a 
ready market for.all the produce of the crdntry; 
an unparallelled- increase of, population“and_ the 
creation ofa revenue from toll, which ij? confident- 
ly arte will not only, pay intest and contin- 
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gent expences, but. forma sinking fund for the re: 
demiption of the debt icreated forthe completion 
of the canal; and: ultiniately: support the ‘govern: 
ment and relieve the state from taxation. . This 
work, so beneficialvto the-stateyshédsa‘lastre upe 
on the naiites ofits principal projectors, and wili 
endear their memory to future ages, Pennsylva. 
nia, besides having constructed upwards: of fa 
thousand miles of turnpike-reads, has-erected nu. 
merous permanent and costly bridgés over her 
Water courses, and'is how rapidly .adyvancing witli 
a line of eanats, five hundred miles in length, 
which when completed, will open, with the ex. 
ception of a short ‘distance, a water communication 
from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh. 'The state of 
Ohio is actively-employed in opening a canal, 
about three hundred miles long, whichis intended 
to unite the waters of Lake Erie with those of the 
Ohio river. And’the enterprising citizens of Bah 
timore have lately formed an association with 
ample funds for ‘the ' purpose: of making a, rail 
road from that city to the river Ohio, and a 
survey of the route. upon which the’ road as in- 
tended to pass,- has been or :#s nearly finished: 
This extensive system of internal. improvement, 
Svhen completed, will open safe and cheap commu- 
nications to the eastward for the commerce.of the 
rich valley of the, Mississippi and ‘its tributary :viv: 
ers, and serve to bind the north and the south. to- 
gether by the inseparable ties of common interest. 
Other works of less magnitude, but of great value 
to the internal trade of the country, are proceeding 
vigorouslyin many of the other:states. - ‘It is per:

dertake an extensive system of internal improve- 
‘nent, but the time ought not to be distant, when 
the obstructions to navigation inall ourrivers.should

; It has been the custom of nations in every age 
to perpetuate the memory of those who were pre, 
eminently distinguished in-defending# thevights and 
promoting the happinessof mankind.: „If such. tes» 
titnonials of a country’s ‘approbation be proper, td 
whom are they more appropriately-duz,.than tothe 
late General James Roberison ? After having pre. 
Niously explored the country, he.came herein 1779, 
accompanied by a few familfics of. a daring. and-en- 
terprising character, With this little band he creet- 
Ed forts for defence, and deterntined to make a per- 
manent settlement; The Jnudtais who.had been

Io 1779, when Walker and Smith, commis- 
sioners on the part of Virginia, reached, (the 
North Carolina commissioners baving returned} 
Walker proceeded by water with the baggage to 
the French lick, and Smith continued on with the 
surveyors to the trece leading from Kentucky to 
the said French liek; where he gave the gurveyor 
directions and parted with him to meet the other 
commissioners—when he joined Walker, they 
proceeded down the river and met the surveyor 
on its bank, about two miles south of the line, 
owing as they supposed to a change in the varis- 
tion of the needle, caused by large quantities of 
Iron ore in the neighbourbood. ‘They then went

and unappropriated land, contained in the afore- 
said boundary, is the property of, and subject to, 
the disposition of the state of Kentucky, and that 
she has the right tomate all laws necessary and.

The legisteture of Kentucky, by their statute,

river, near the mouth of Obid’s river, at twenty 
cents per aere, and for the remainder of said xa- 
cant land in said boundary, at ten cents per acre.

“The developement of wealth in the middle 
counties of-our state has not been more the result 
of favorable soil and climate, than of natural ad- 
vantage and facility in the navigation of Cumber- 
land river; that noble stream, has but few im- 
pediments to a safe passage for steam boats far 
above Nashville; the nature of these impediments 
is now so well understood that there would be but 
little danger of injudicious application of any 
means that might be appropriated to their removal.

Theclaims of warrant holders are now 
all, or neariy all satisfied, and the scattered rem- 
nants of laud that remain vucant and unappropriat«

“The, peculiar condition: of the people south of 
French Broad and Holston, continues to be a 
subject of remonstranc d petition: it has alrea-‘ 
dy been a source of much legislation, and al- - 
though by some late enactments, it may be thought 
difficult again to open their case with any reason-- 
able hope of advantage, yet it seems to me tirat 
their situations still entitles them to the very grave 
and serious consideration of the general assembly. 
~ft is true, that according to all the ordinary 
rules governing compacts, the settlers are bound 
to pay, and without hesitation, the amount stipu- 
lated as the price of their lands; but it must at 
the same time be confessed, that the contract in 
some of its leading features, bears the stamp of 
obligation submitted to, under duresse. 

“The occupants of that country were with very . 
few exceptions poor, and destitute of visible ef- 
écts of any kind; they had migrated from the older 
states because they were poor; they had made 
small improvements at the iniminent hazard of their 
lives, and had for several years formed a barrier 
between the Holston settlements and their savage 
foea:—The era of peace and prosperity to other 
parts of the country, found them in possession of 
their humble log cibins, unable to Jeave them in 
the hope of procuring better, and prepared in their 
minds to cling ta the spot endeared to them by so 
many interesting recollections, w' atever might be 
the terms of tenure imposed on them by the gov- | 
ernment. If in this situation they are forced to 
raise obligations on themselves which they might

then believe, and may have since found to be be- 
yond their ability, should not the legislature, with 
the kindest feelings of parental regard, seek 
with sedulaus anxiety for any circumstance of 
amelioration in the adjustment of claims yet due 
from them, which even-handed justice wil) admit 

“The interest on all he instalments due from the 
purchasers at the Hiwassee sales has now become 
due, and the great balange of principal owing te 
the state from thet class of debtora, will, by the 
terms of sale, be payable at a short period. A com- 
hination of circumstances meeting at the time of 
these sales, forced the prices up to astandard of . 
value, which experience has shown to be wholly 
fallacious; a paper currency deluged the country, . 
and being every where considered to be as legiti- 
mately the representative of property as specie it- 
self, the facilities of procuring it baffled the calcu- 
lations of the most cautious and prudent. When - 
the day of sober reckoning came, and the true as- 
pect of things was presented to us all, no one could 
boast of having seen further than his neighbor; 
the delusion had spread through all orders and 
conditions of society, and surely we should not now 
be backward in relieving, by every proper expedi- 
ent, those who are still the victims of that pericd 
of general infatuation. The act of the last session 
of the general assembly, permitting the purchasers 
to make payment in the notes of the Nashville 
bank, was oo less politic than humane; considera- 
ble collections were thereby effected in a species 
of fund which though not immediately available, 
will become so at no distant day. 

“From the earliest history of our government, 
and even before we had existed as an independant 
State, the question of boundary and territorial li~- 
mits had presented obstacles to the harmonious in- 
tercourse which ought ever to exist between sister 
republics. Iam net aware that at this time there 
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ean any possible misunderstanding arise as to our 
boundary of. jurisdiction on the north; but in the 
application of one particular provision of tue com- 
pact made with Kentucky in the winter of 1820, 
there seems to be a difficulty in construction, 
which ought no longer to exist. Acting un the 
spirit of compromise and conciliation ever enter- 
tained by us, it was conceded, that whilst Walkers 
line should continue to be the true jurisdictional 
boundary between us, the state of Keutucky should 
have the benefit and privilege of entering, and 
perfecting grants to al] vacant land lying between 
that line and the true latitude of thirty-six degrees 
and 30m north, The terms of the compact made 
ample provision for ascertaining at any time the 
live of boundary, but there was no stipulation 
whereby either state could at her own pleasure or 
in any other way, establish or ran the degree of 
latitude. More than two vears ago the authorities 
of Kentucky, without our participation, fixed and 
Trun a line which she contends is the true line of 
latitude; and we have subsequently employed ma- 
thematicians on our part who have without the 
participation of Kentucky, taken observations and 
made a report differing materially from the views 
of our sister state. From this unsettled state of 
affairs, it is but reasonable to expect that unplea- 
sant controversies will arise, especially between 
those citizens of the different states who reside on 
or adjoining the disputed territory, and itis very 
desirable that the legislature should, at the present 

` session, take sach definitive- measures as will put 
the subject forever at reat. ! 

“The cheering prospect which we have of a per- 
manent fund for the establishment and support of 
common schools, is the source of myoh comfort 
and sratification to the heart of every patriot and 
friend to the perpetuity of our free institutions. 
It is not to be presumed that the limited means on 
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which we have had to commence, will enable us 
to mature any practical plan of operations within 
a year or two; but the good work tas been serious- 
ly commenced, and we have every ground for 


` reasonable hope that it will go on and prosper. 


Already has the fund set a part for that Jaudable 
object, increas d to an amount which promises 
the meaus of much positive usefulness to tbat por- 
tion of the community for whose benefit and ad- 
vantage, it was originally designed. No longer 
will the means of elementary learning be limited 
to those whose private resources are equal to the 
expense, but the road to distinction in every de- 
partment of science and moral excellence, will be 
equally open toall the youth of our country whose 
ambition may urge them on in the contest of hon- 


orable emulation.

The mode of appointing the President, as now 
prescribed by the federal constitution, has been 
the source of so mach inconvenience, and is the 
subject of such general discontent, that a sufficient 
reason for recommending its amendmem, need not 
be sought in the experimental nature of the instra- 
ment itself. The evils inherent in the fast elec- 
tion, and the anxieties connected with the next, 
give it a claim to public deliberation, which’ none 
but the selfish and servile can distegard. It can- 
not be fairly denied, that the choice of our chief 
magistrate, was intended to spring from the free 
and unobstructed judgment of the peoples and it 
must be admitted, that ia the late election, whieh 
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was conducted according to the forms of ihe eon- 
Stitution, that intention was disappointed. A 
charter, the letter of which conflicts with its spirit, 
the details of which counteracts its principle, is 
entirely defective. On the oecasion alluded to, 
the candidate who, in the primery clection, ob- 
tained the highest number of votes, and at the mo- 
ment of final completion, bore incontestible evi- 
dence of being the choice of a majority of the À- 
rican people; evidence which subsequent popular 
decision have confirmed, was superceded by a 
combination, that triump*ed only because tlie come 
petition was transferred to a small pre-existing 
body of electors, of which one party of the combi- 
nation, was an influential member. l 
The crisis was calculated, 1o awaken the worst 
designs of selfish ambition; and if the motives ‘of 
men are to be determined by their actions, seem g 
to have had its sinister opportunities fully employ- 
ed, eccording to Mr. Adams’s declaration in his 
book on the Fisheries, as wel] as to recollections 
and convictions resulting from public observation 
of public men. | 
Political hostility and personal estrangement, 
had for several years, and on momentous subjects, 
seperated himself and Mr. Clay, No approach to 
union, no inclination for amily, was manifested by 
either, uutil it was ascertained, that as long as 
they obeyed the principies and supported the 
opiniuns, which had formed their respective pre- . 
tensions and produced their avowed opposition, . 
tbe power at which they grasped, was rot to be 
gained; that continued disunion would frastrate, 
and that instant combination would gratify their 
mutual ambitios. Then, and not tiil then, long 
cherished distrust was mutually forgolien; oft ex- 
pressed opinions were practically renounced, and 
adverse principles openly abandoned. Each be- 
came the artificer of that mans’ promotion, whose- 
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depression, up tothe moment, had been a chief ob: 
ject of his exertion. The highest amount of Exe: 
_culive power was ilivided, and the Closest fraterni- 
ty of political fortune, was established between 
tigen, What is enormous heed not be exaggerated; 
what is flagrant requires. no demonstration. Mr. 
Adams desired the office of President; be went 
into thé: combination without H, and come out 
with it. Mr, Clay desired that of Secretary of 
- State; he wentinto the combination without it, and 
came out withit. -OF this třansaction the simplest 
-higtors is the best analysis, Where a change of 
political principles or even private estimation, iš 
the immediate cause of personal gain, reciprocally 
to the agent and the subject of the change; impu- 
rity of motives is necessarily concluded. Whoever 
éxpects otherwise, must expect the laws of rea- 
gohing, imprinted by the Deity on the human mind, 
tohe altered [tis equally certain, that a daring 
ingratitude js displayed by the citizen who insults 
the majority of the people, with the very power 
wich their generous confidence had placed in 
his hands. To believe when proof is insufficient, 
is net greater foily, than to doubt when it is con- 
Vincing; and where circumstantial evidence’ is 
couciusive, positive testimony, which is always 
liable toa corrective collation with circumstances, 
is rather curious thar valuable. It was but the 
Other day, that an attrogious murder in the en- 
lightened state of New York, was deteeted and. 
‘punished upon circumstantial evidence; and sure- 
ly a process of reasoning, which will sanction the 
destruction of one man’s life, is rigorous enough 
to determine the conduct of another, Those who 
demand stronger evidence of an improper under- 
standing between Mr. Adams and Mr. Clay, than 
that afforded by their combination itself, must he 
prepared to contend, that it is not in the nature of 
things, for circumstances to evince guilt, and must 
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be disposed to suspend their judgments, until the 
parties confess their crimes. It ought, however, 
to be remembered, that all cur knowledge of mo- 
tivesand character, every decision we form res- 
pecting mental occurrences, is drawn from the 
consideration of circumsiances, and that jt is out 
of the ordinary course of things, for the confession 
of the accused, to precede the sentence of the pro- 
per tribunal. | 
The members of this General Assembly, there- 
fore, in protesting against the election of Mr. Ad- 
ams as impure and anti-republican, are sensible 
of no preciptancy of judgment, or too great li- . 
cence of language. Unwilling to assert what is 
doubtful, they are determined to speak what is 
true; sor do they deem it necessary to fortify their 
protest by the numerous collateral proofs to be 
desired, eitber from the contradictions, contained 
in the studied vindication of the Secretary of State; 
from the confessions of his friend, his colleague 
and his champion, or from the pertinent and con- 
curring remiuiscences of respectable witnesses, 
The object of these resolutions being remedial, 
not vindictive, it remains, after exemplifying the 
actual danger of the present plan, to shew the 
probable advantage of the amendment proposed. 
In the first place, by giving the election directly 
and exclusively to the people, we shal conform 
to the fundamental privciples of our government, 
which was departed from in the formation of the 
constitution, from apprehensions, which experience, 
as far as it has gone, proves not to have been well 
fourded. Aucther benefit will be, that the de- 
pendence of the governoron the govrened, so desira- 
ble to a republic, wilt be thus effectually secured. 
Acorns erstionot equal moment, both as it regards 
the thecry and practice of our government, ís ta 
be found in the fact, that ap election placed en- 
tirely in the hands of the people, must result in 
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the expression of their choice. This wil] exclude 
the formidable evils of previous cabals, concomi- 
tant corruption and subsequent resentments. .The 
people will be satisfied, with their own work, and - 
at succeeding elections, will deliberately confirm 
or prudently correct their former preference. Nor 
is it probable that, thereby putity of elections would” 
be obtained, at the expence of public tranquility. 
The turbulence apprehended by the framers of the 
constitution, is less likely to be excited, by the 
progress of a fair and open election, than by the 
contentions sure to arise, under the narrow sys- 
tem, between parties inclining to practice, and par- 
ties endeavoring to defeat corruption. Besides 
the people of the United States are further advanc- 
ed in the knowledge of self government, than they 
were when the constitution was adopted; more 
capable of forming a prudent choice, and of avoid- 
ing those convulsions, to which a less informed 
community might be exposed, by. the immediate 
exercise of a right so important. The division of 
the union into states and the consequent modifica» 
tion of the elective process, will have a tendency 
to limit, within moderate bounds, the effect of any 
agitating impulse. Andit should never be forgat- 
te. that when any faculty of government is sus- 
ceptible of salutary exertion by the people, to 
lodge it with a body of trustees for their benefit, is 
an odious and pernicious departure from the car- 
dinal principles of free government. These are 
some of the seasons which may be assigned in faa 
vor of the first resolution. ' 

As experience proves that the present system 
has a tendency to destroy the purity of elections, 
it also shows that a bad administration is likely to 
spring from, and re-produce an impure election. 
When a president gets into power with so small 
an “approach to unanimity,” as to be indebted for 

his effice to the rewarded support and obvious ter- 
l SENATE., 
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giversations of his most inimical competitor; thë 
motives which reduced him tọ this debasement, wil} 
naturally prompt him to administer the govern- 
ment, not with a view to the public welfare, but 
with an eye to his own popularity. Hence those 
branches of policy which time has sanctioned, and 
the fruits of which, tho’ nutritious and substantial, 
are neither captivating by novelty, nor dazzling by 
splendor, will be neglected for visionary and ama 
bitious schemes, devised to amuse the imagination, 
of the public, and to. reflect on their authors the 
credit of superior patriotism, invention and saguci+ 
ty; with this delusive machinery, will be combined 
the influence of executive patronage, which in 
most countries is mighty, and even ip our own igs 
powerful, This great engine will be perverted 
from its rightful use, to the purchase of praise for 
the executive, and aspersions of its adversaries; 
and should eminent services and virtue render any 
citizen a dangerous competitor for the presidency, 
slanders proportioned to his merit will be fabri- 
cated by interest and imposed on credulity. Such 
is the natural history of power unjustly acquired in 
a free country. Since the last election accordig-~ 
ly, the attention of the general government avert- 
ed from the salutary relations, which, for a series 
of years, bad secured for us the enjoyment of a 
productive commerce, has been devoted to the for- 
mation of chimerical and intrusive alliances, the 
avowed object of which was, an outrage upon the 
spirit and independence of the nations, whose re- 
ligion and laws it was proposed to subject to our 
kind control and supercilious care. The mischief 
of this ambassadorial crusade—of this egregious 
departure from that modesty and reserve (the dics, 
tates of dignity and prudence) which bad exalted 
us in the family of civilized nations, promises to 
equal the absurdity of its conception. Besides the 
Gonecessary and enormous amount of public mo- 
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uey expended, and the ridicule and censure of 
foreign nations, to which this strange embassy has 
exposed us, it will be well for our country. if it in- 
volves us in no other and greater calamities. 

To suit his theory to his ‘practice, the president 
claims almost boundless authority for the execu- 


-tive—ejects the senate, from all participation in 


the tnstitution of embassies and the commissioning 
envoys—compares the influence of the constitu- 
ents on the representative to the effect of paralysis 
on the human body; in the trae spirit of arbitrary 
condescension, he displays ta the nation fantas- 
tical projects of benefaction and in.provement, be- 
fitting the gracious king of star-gazing subjects, 
rather than the responsible agent of a free people, 
Nor is the profusion, with which public money is 
expended, and the mismanagement of the govern- 
ment abroad, greater than its profligacy at home. 
The chief member of the cabinet, whose duties 
require his greatest sagacity, and most intense ap- 
plication, annually deserts his department and dis- 
plays himself as an itinerant rhetor at electioneer-~. 
ing feasts, exceeding some of his colleagues in this 
official degradation, only as far as he exceeds them 
in ability. Jn the days of Washington and Jefferson it 
was not in this manner that the great officers of state were 
employed. Neither Hamilton nor Madison was 
Been traversing various states at seasons of elec- 
tion, to rise before carousing multitudes, and to 
pour forth praises on the president in office, whilst | 


` the flood-gates of defamation were opened against 


bis expected competitor. Those great men never. 
dealt in boisterous harangues, unbecoming the 
gravity of statesmen—in banquet Hravadoes, con- 
sistent neither with decency nor courage; nor in 
bold assertions, bearing no comparison with facts. 
One was devotedly engaged in the definition of our 
right. at home, and in the expansion and security 
of our interest abroad, now violated and neglected.. 
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The other was seduously employed in the creation 
of a system of economy and credit, now impaired 
and abandoneéd; whilst both had exerted their. 
mighty intellects in the formation of that bond of 
national union, which it js the earnest and ardent 
desire of this General Assembly to maintain and 
perpetuate. They have made this brief, but, in 
their opinion, inipartial reference ta the conduct 
of the present administration, in support of their 
second resolution. 

In regard to the third resolution, it will be suffi- 
ciert to say, that the acknowledged popularity, the 
established fame, and well-tried patriotism of. 
ANDREW JACKSON designate him as the candi- 
date most capable of, and most deserving a suc- 
cessful competition with Mr. Adams. Here he 
has been known from the dawn of manhood, 
through the vicissitudes of life and fortune, in 
peace and in war, and we speak the sentiments of 
our constituents, as well as our own, when we de= 
clare, that the fire of youth never impelled him be- 
yond the bounds of honor, and that the coldness of 
age has not made him deaf to the voice of patriat- 
ism. Asa man, he has always enjoyed our pecu- 
liar esteem, anc as a public agent, our highest 
eonfidence. The force and fitness of his intellect, 
we have never found inferior to the grandeur of 
his character, or the lustre of his fame; conspicu- 
ous for the charities of private life, and alone 
doubtful of his public abilities; he has seldom left 
its sacred retreats, without earning renown for: 
himself and glory for his country. But the retreats 
of private life are no longersacred. This beloved 
citizen, this genuine republican, venerable for his 
age, iHustrious for his services, and still more 
illusigious for his inflexible patriotism, has seen, 
not only his conduct distorted by slander, and his 
glory tarnished by ealumny, but the partner of his 
hosom traduced and exposed for the sport of the; 
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idle, and the malice of the infamous. ‘That couch 
which has been so often forsaken, that others 
might sleep in safety-and peace; that breast that 
has so often braved danger, that others might not 
even feel its alarms; which felt a stain on the 
honer of the country, like a stab imio ifs own vitals, 
has been invaded and cruelly outraged. That 
some of the members of the present administration 
of the federal government, are accountable for the 
slander and persecution of Gen. Jackson and his . 
wife, is reluctantly, tho’ solemnly asserted. No 
moral distinction can be drawn, between the act 
of hiring a man to commit a crime, and that of 
rewarding him after he has committed it; and it is 
notorious, that the prostituted merchants, who in~ 
vent and circulate these slanders are the continu- 
ed objects of ministerial favor, patronage and pay, 
hired with the money of the very people, whose 
willing gratitude and just admiration are the real 
causes of this defamation and rancour, This foul 
injustice not only-aggravates the demerits of its 
moara but should endear to his country, the 
ero who sustains it, As citizens of Tennessee, 
we feel it our especial duty to denounce it, and to 
proclaim, our proud, our fervent; and our increas- 
ed attachment, to the candidate and the cause of 
the people. ~ ;

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@ctober, 1827, calling for information as to prope- 
sitions from the Nasb -ille Bank, to the directors of 
ihe Bank of the State of Tennessee, for the re- 
demption of the notes of the Nashville Bank, re- 
ceived under the law of 1826, the undersigned re- 
spectfully reports to your honorable body 
“That, after the lapse of some time in negotia- 
tions, when it was satisfactorily ascertained, that 
only $8,538 82, in specie, could be received from 
the Nashville Bank, in exchange for that amount 
of its paper; it was deemed advisable-by the di- 
rectory of the Bank of the State, to make some 
suitable arrangement with the Nashville Bank, 
whereby the payment of the notes due this institu- 
tion might bë the more speedily collected or the in- 
terest thereon secured; accordingly, the following 
resolution was adopted:-—- ` 
“Resolved, That E, S. Hall and Thomas Wash- 
- ington; be, and are, hereby appointed a committee, 
in conjunction with the president of this bnard, ta 
confer with the directors of thé Nashville Bank, 
upon the subject of the best means to be adopted 
in order ta secure, in the most speédy and sufficie - 
ent manner, the payment to this bank of the notes 
of the Nashville Bank held by this bank. 
“Resolved, ‘That the authority of said committee 
"s confined to making and receiving propositions 
to and from the Nashville Bank, and reporting the 
same to this bank, which shall then be subject to 
final ratification or rejection by this-bank.” f 
Which said committee reported verbally to the 
directory of this institution, that no satisfactory ar- 
- rangement could be consummated. That no official 
ropositions was made from the directory of the 
ashville Bank. This would probably bea satis- 
faetory response tothe aforesaid reselution; but as 
the resolution seems to imply a knowledge of a 
rumor of some proposition, itis here deemed ad- 
visable to state, further, for the information of your 
. O Senate | 
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honorable body, that the said committee did report, 
at the time aforesaid, that several of the directors 
of the Nashville Bank, were willing to pay interest 
on all the nutes of the said bank belonging to this 
institution, provided the Bank of the State would 
deposit the same in the vaults of the Nashville 
Bank, take a certificate of deposit, continue to 
Joan the said fund, and permit the interest account 
to be kept inthe Nashville Bank. To this, the di- 
rectory of the Bank of the State refused to assent, 
not because they had oot the utmost cor fidence in 
the cashier aud directors of the Nashville Bank, 
but because they had equal confidence in the offi- 
cers of their own institution, and for other reasons, 
which will readily suggest themselves to your hon- 
orable body. 

‘tA copy of the resolution adopted by the Bank of 
the State, appcinting the committee, was furnished 
the Nashville Bank, and no written answer thereto 
was ever received by this bank from that institu- 
tion. All wisich is respecitally submitted.

that Gen. Washington, Mr. Jefferson, Mr. Craw- 
ford, chief justice Marshall, and in a mere emi- 
nent degree, Gen. Andrew Jackson, has all been 
the subjects of unqualified slander and abuse, I 
cannot, with any species of information I possess, 
undertake to give a vote of condemnation upon 
the highest cuaracters now ip the country, be- 
cause, it is possible, if they are guilty, are so in a 
much less degree than asserted in the argument. 
Nor da I believe the cause of Gen. Jackson, re: 
quires a vote of censure or Condemnation upon 
others. He stands pre-eminently conspicuous for 
talents, firmness and a thorough knowlege of the 
buman character, witi. a patriotism and love of 
country, seldom equalled, never surpassed; togeth- 
er with a long list of meritorious services, which 
presents his claims upon much higher grounds 
than a legislative re-iteration of newspaper charges. 
His own claims are all powerful and will prevail, 
without condescending to notice the weakness of 
his adversaries. His cause requires ne suck 
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sacrifice, [of] magnanimity and independence; I 
shall thérefore speak evil of none. My own opin- 
ion is, that without the adoption of the resolution 
offered by myself, the balance are too weak and 
effeminate; they do not carry the sense of the peo- 
ple of this state, in. favor of General Jackson to 
the world in that energetic and masculine tone of 
character, which the people of this state, really 
feel for him. And it is not only within the pale of 
constitutional liberty, to instruct all our political 
functionaries so far as respects subjects of policy 
and expediency, but the time has arrived, when 
the people believe that power should be exerted in 


favor of Gen. Jackson.

That the committee have waited upan such part 
of the directory of the Nashville bank, as had been 
designated fer that purpose, in order to make an | 
amicable arrangement respecting the debt row 
owing the state, and which may hereafter be ow- 
ing in consequence of the existing laws, requiring 
the agencies of the new bank to receive, and an- 
thorising the Hiwassee d-btors to pay their instal- 
ments, &c, in the Nashville bank paper, 

Your committee beg leave to represent, that in 
the discussion with the directory on the various 
topics incidentally arising out of this subject, they 
had to guard the interest of the stale, as a matter 
Of primary importance, on the one hand, whilst on 
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ihe other, the interest of that portion of the people, 
who hold the Nashville bank paper, claimed much 
of their consideration. 

Your committee conceived it to be an indispen- 
sable part of their duty, after securing the state, 
against any possible loss that may be sustained 
from the amount of Nashvilie paper now on hand, 
and what may be received under existing laws, to 
leave in possession of the Nashville bank, the 
means toenable her to meet all her engagments, 
and to redeem the balance of her notes in eircula- 
tion. 

From an examination into her situation and con- 
dition your committee feel no hesitation in saying 
that they believe said bank has the most ampie 
means in her power to fulfil the engazments she 
proposes to make with the state, and also redeem 
the paper she has in circulation, as well as to meet. 
her other engazments at no distant period. 

The said bank submitted, as her final, and most 
favoured proposition to your committee, that she 
would pay up the whole amount due to the sfate at 
once, in notes of undoubted and yoquestionable 
solvency, upon various persons, who are debtors 
to said bank and her branches; and which might 
be sel-cted by your committee or any of the mem- 
bers of the legislature who are acquainted with 
said debtors. ə 

Secondly, That the propositions submitted in 
their expose of the 24th Sept. 1827 to this General 
Assembly, and which had been printed for the use 
of the members, should form the basis en which an 
adjustment should take place, and which is in the 
following words; 

The Nashville bank is willing, and now pro-

Your committée after the most mature cansid- 
eration, concluded that it would not be expedient 
to entangle the state in the collection of any part 
of the debts due the Nashville bank, or interfere in 
any way between said bank and her debtors, as the 
state might possibly, thereby, be involved in diffi- 
culties and perhaps Jaw suits, which upon every 
principle of policy should be avoided—therefore, 
your committee feel it to be their duty, not.to ac- 
cede to the first proposition. The next in order, 
was the proposition contained in their expose of 
the 24th of Sept. as before recited.

Tor the purpose of acting with greater circum- 
spection and caution, and to enable them to make 
a more accurate calculation, respecting the 
amount of said notes yet inthe hands of the peo- 
ple; your committe requested of the president 
and carhier of the Bank of the State, to be inform- 
ed, what amount of their notes are in said bauk, 
avd in answer to which, they have received the 
following statement. 

Notes on the Nashville bank ia the 
possession of the Bank of the State $65,910” 

Which deducted from the amount in circulation 
weuld leave about the sum of $92,929 yet in the 
hands of the people. 

By the foregoing calculation which is believed 
to be correct, it will be seen with satisfaction, that 
the situation of the Nashville bank, is in a much 
better condition than was expected. The valwe of 
real estate proposed to be given in trust to the 
state cannot now be estimated at more than fifty 
thousand dollars, notwithstanding the original cost 
was $89.993 39, which taken together with two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars in notes of un- 
questionable solvency, will form a complete and 
ample security tothe state, not only for the amount 
now owing, but any additional sum which may be 
wallected by virtue of any law in force, if the: 
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whole amount in circulation should -fall in the 
hands of the state. eas ae | 

They believe it tobe good policy on [the] part of 
the state to leave the balance of the notes within 
the controul and disposition of- said bank, in 
order to enable her, with the greater facility to 
meet any engagment-or receem any of her paper 
which may be outstanding. 

Your committee believe that within twelve 
months the small amount of Nashville paper, re- 
maining in circulation will be not much below 

ar. 

This conclusion is deduced from the following 
circumstances.— 

Ist, A portion of said paper will be drawn into 
the new bank, through the medinm of the agen- 
cies, before any law can prudently go into opera- 
tion to disconnect said paper from the new bank. 

2nd. It has been the policy and practice of the 
Nashville bank since her failure to call in by rea- 
sonable discounts from her creditors, and interest 
from the stockholders some of her money, and - 
she is still pursuing that policy, 

3rd. The debtors to the state for the Hiwassee 
lands have the privilege of paying in that kind of 
currency, which ereates a demand for said paper, 
from all three of the sources before mentioned, 
and which will daily diminish the quantity and in- 
crease its value. P 

And, altho’ the state may Jay out of the use of 
the capital for some time, the most confident be- 
lief is entertained that no ultimate loss will be sus- 
tained by reason of any of said paper which is now 
on hand or which may hereafter be received.
